C o m r a d e s : 
The ashes of another 
burned out year are added to the 
mound that marks the tomb where 
buried ages sleep, since last 1 wrote 
to you. 
Then, we were in the throes 
of foreign war, and this great Yankee 
nation, whose proud boast is that her 
standing army stands behind the plow, 
or at the desk or bench, was stirred 
from centre to circumference, by tap 
of drum and bugle blast and tread of 
arching 
men. 
Immortal 
Dewey, 
with Ins floating engines of destruction 
had electrified the world with record- 
breaking naval war. 
On Cuban soil 
the hum of hostile Mauser the same 
patriotic story told, that we in plain 
United States, taught our Krag*.Jorg­ 
ensens to tell “ Stand by your flag.” 
W ithin our own widely extended

The commission 
has completed the monuments to the 
various regiments and batteries—two 
of them expensive design and imposing 
appearance and ninety others in groups. 
The white barre granite shaft which 
will be unveiled on the crest of Mis­ 
sionary ridge will be eighty feet high 
It w ill be surmounted by a bronze 
allegorical figure of "P e a ce ,” and at 
the base will be bronzes representing 
the four arms of the service—army, 
navy, cavalry and infantry.

Olive oil making is a simple process; 
the quality depends on the care c x«t 
eisi-d from the picking 
of 
tile fruit 
through every stag«* of manufacture 
until it is put into bottles and corked. 
About 
j pounds of olives are required 
to a large bottle of oil. 
The lruit is gathered later in the sea 
son than other crops and in tin* best or 
ehards tin* olh es art* plucked one by 
on«* from the branches and not shaken 
from the tr«-«»- or allowed 
to drop. 
Special ladders mounted on wheels are 
run among tin* branches 
of 
the trees 
and the pickers a seem 1 the ladders and 
pluck the olivt-s. which they drop into 
a specially made device, usually of tin. 
strapped about the waist, and which 
is 
adaptid 
to 
hold 
a 
considerable 
amount of fruit, says the Scientific 
American. 
Tin* olives must not bo allowed to 
stand in heaps, in sacks or any sort of 
package long «'tiougli to beat through, 
otherwise tin* oil will b e c o m e musty 
and rancid. Absolute cleanliness is re­ 
quired in every nt«‘p of tin* process. 
1 he olives 
are 
first 
dried, during 
which process they los«* about half 
of their weight; they an* th«*u crushed 
by a heavy stone rolling over them, 
and are next pressed tin* same as in 
cider-making. 
The next expression 
is what is known as tin* “ virgin” oil; 
the lower grades follow in >uee«*ssion. 
There arc at least a dozen oil mills in 
tin* state of ('altfoinia, 
V considerable part of the olive oil 
imported is adulterated by cotton -a*»**! 
and other oils, but now with tin* spl«*n- 
did olive oil mad«* in California then* 
should be no difficulty in getting tin* 
pur«* article in any part of the Euit«*<l 
States, 
it 
is 
a 
mistake to believe, 
however, that 
absolutely pure olive 
oil made in southern Europe cannot 
<e purchase*! here. 
It is expensive 
>ut it can be bought; but tin* ordi­ 
nary olive oil bought of grocers is apt 
adulterated, if it is not entirely 
fictitious. 
Large quantities of olives 
an* packed in Ealiforuia and are -hip­ 
ped in bottles or small barrels.
